Discouraging indebt 
edness confronts us like all the war 
torn nations, and these obligationa 
must be provided for.

"We can reduce the abnormal ex- 
penditures and we will. We can 
strike at war taxation and we must. 
We must face the grim necessity, 
with full knowledge that the task is 
to be solved, and we must proceed 
with a full realization that no stat- 
ute enacted by man can repeal the 
inexorable laws of nature. Our most 
dangerous tendency is to expect too 
mnc.h of government and at the same 
time do (or it too little. 

"We contemplate the immediate 
task of putting our public household 
in order. We need a rigid and yet 
eane economy, combined with fiscal 
justice, and it must be attended by 
individual prudence and thrift which 
are so essential to this trying hour 
and reassuring of the future. 

Reflection of War's Reaction 

"The business world reflects the 
disturbances of war's reaction. 
Herein flows the life blood of ma- 
terial eriatence. The economic mach- 
ia intricate and its parts in- 

the 

shocks and jars incident to abnor- 
mal demands, credit inflations and 
price upheavals. The normal bal- 
ances have been impaired, the chan- 
nels of distribution have been clog- 
ged ,the relations of labor and man- 
agement have been strained. We 
must seek the readjustment with 
care and courage. Our people must 
give and take. Prices must reflect 
the receding fever of war activities. 
Perhaps we never shall know the old 
levels of wage again, because war 
invariably readjusts compensations 
and the necessaries of life will show 
their inseparable relationship, but 
we must strive for normalcy to 
reach stability. All the penalties will 
not be light nor evenly distributed. 

"There is no way of making them 
so. There is no instant step from 
disorder to order. We must face a 
condition of grim reality, charge off 
our losses and start afresh. It is the 
oldest lesson of civilization. I would 
like government to do all it con to

"No altered system will work a 
(miracle. Any wild experiment will 
only add to the confusion. Our best 
assurance lies in efficient adminis- 
tration of our proven aystem. 

Prom Destruction to Production 

"The forward course of the busi- 
ness cycle is unmistakable. Peoples 
are turning from destruction to pro- 
duction. Industry has sensed the 
changed order and our own people 
are turning to resume their normal 
onward way. The call ia for pro- 
ductive America to go on. I know 
that Congress and the administra- 
tion will favor every wise govern- 
ment policy to aid the resumption 
and encourage continued progress. 

"I speak for administrative effi- 
ciency, for lightened tax burdens, 
for sound commercial practices, for 
adequate credit facilities, for sym- 
pathetic concern for all agricultural 
problems, for the omission of un- 
necessary interference ojf govern- 
ment with business, for an end to 
government's experiment in business 
and for more efficient business in 
government administration. With all 
of this must attend a mindfulness 
of the human side of all activities, 
so that social, industrial and eco- 
nomic justice will be squared with 
the purposes of a righteous people. 

"With the nationwide induction of 
womanhood into our political life, we 
may count upon her intuitions, her 
refinement, her intelligence and her 
influence to exalt the social order.

Prayer for Industrial Peace 

"I wish for an America no less 
alert in guarding against dangers 
from within than it is watchful 
against enemies from without. Our 
fundamental law recognises no clasB, 
no group, no section. There must be 
none in legislation or administra- 
tion. The supreme inspiration is the 
common weal. Humanity hungers 
for international peace and we crave 
it with all mankind. My most rev- 
erent prayer for America is for in- 
dustrial peace, with its rewards, 
widely and generally distributed 
among the inspirations of equal op- 
portunity. 

"No one justly may deny the" 
equality of opportunity which made 
up what we are. We have mistaken 
unpreparedness to embrace it, to be 
a challenge of the reality ; and due 
oncern for making all citizens fit 
for participation will give added 
strength of citizenship and magnify 
our achievement. 

"If revolution insists upon over- 
turning established order, let other 
l>eoples make the tragic experiment. 
There is no place for it in America. 
When world war threatened civili- 
zation we pledged our resources and 
our lives to its preservation, and 
when revolution threatens we un- 
furl the flag of law and order and 
renew our consecration. Ours is a 
< oust it ut ionuj freedom, where the 
i >, .| m lar will is the law supreme and 
minorities are sacredly prote-ted. 
Our revisions, reformations and ev- 
olutions reflect a deliberate jndg- 
m 1 il and an orderly progress, and

Protection of industries 

"It ha* beta proved aguin ami 



that we cannot, while throw- 
ing our markets open to the world, 
maintain American standards of liv- 
ing and opportunity and hold our in- 
dustrial eminence in such unequal 
competition. There is a luring fal- 
lacy in the theory of banished bar- 
riers of trade, but preserved Amer- 
ican standards require onr higncr 
production costs to be reflected in 
our tariffs on imports. Today, as 
never before, when peoples are seek- 
ing trade, restoration and expansion, I 
we must adjust our tariffs to the 
new order. 

"We seek participation in the 
world's exchanges, because therein 
lies our way to widened influence 
and the triumphs of peace. We know 
full well we cannot sell where we 
do not buy, and we eannot sell suc- 
cessfully where we do not carry. 

"Opportunity is calling not alone 
for the restoration, but for a new 
era in production, transportation 
and* trade. We shall answer it best 
by meeting the demand of a sur- 
passing home market, by promoting 
self-reliance in production and by 
bidding enterprise, genius and effi- 
ciency to carry our cargoes in our 
American bottoms to the marts of 
the world. 

"We would not have an America 
living within and for herself alone, 
but we would have her self-reliant, 
independent, and ever nobler, ever 
stronger and richer. Believing in our 
higher standards, reared through 
constitutional liberty and maintain- 
ed opportunity, we invite the world 
to the same heights. But pride in 
things wrought is no reflex of a 
completed task. Common welfare is 
'he goal of onr national endeavor. 
Wealth is not inimical to welfare, it 
ought to be its friendliest agency. 

"There never can be equality of 
rewards or possessions so long as 
the human plan contains varied tal- 
ents and differing degrees of indus- 
try and thrift, but ours ought to be a 



country free from great blotches of 
distressed poverty. We ought to 
find a way to guard against the 

perils and penalties of unemploy- i 
ment. We want an America of! 
homes, illuminated with hope and 
happiness, where mothers, freed 
I rum the necessity for long hours of 
toil beyond their own doors, may I 
preside as befits the hearthstone of 
American citizenship. We want the 
crndle of American childhood rocked j 
under conditions so wholesome and 
so hopeful that no blight may touch 
it in its development, and we want to 
provide that no selfish interest, no 
material necessity, no lack of op- 
portunity shall prevent the gaining 
of that education so essential to 
best citizenship. 

"There is no short cut to the mak- 
ing of these ideals into glad real- 
ities. The world has witnessed, 
again and again, the futility and the 
mischief of ill-considered remedies 
for social and economic disorders. 
But we are mindful today as never 
before of the friction of modern in- 
dustrialism and we must learn its 
causes and reduce its evil conse- 
menees by sober and tested meth- 
ods. Where genius has made for 
great possibilities, justice and hap- 
piness must be reflected in a greater 
common welfare. 

Service, the Supreme Commitment 

"Service is the supreme commit- 
ment of life. I would rejoice to ac- 
claim the era of the golden rule and 
crown it with the autocracy of serv- 
ice. I pledge an administration 
wherein all the agencies of govern- 
ment are called to serve and ever 
promote an understanding of gov- 
ernment purely as an expression of 
the popular will. 

"One cannot stand in this pres- 
ence and be unmindful of the tre- 
mendous responsibility. The world 
upheaval has added heavily to our 
tasks. But with the realization then 
comes the surge of high resolve, and 
there is reassurance in belief in the 
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Ood-given destiny of our republic. 
If I felt that there is to be sole re- 
sponsibility in the executive for the 
America of tomorrow, I should 
shrink from the burden. But here 
are a hundred millions, with common 
concern and shared responsibility, 
answerable to God and country. The 
republic summons them to their duty 
and I invite co-operation. 

"I accept my part with single- 
mindedness of purpose and human- 
ity of spirit and implore the favors 
and guidance of God in His heaven. 
With these I am unafraid and con- 
fidently face the future. 4 

"I have taken the solemn oath 
of office on that passage of Holy 
Writ, wherein it is asked, 'What doth 
the Lord require of thee but to do 
justly and to love mercy and walk 
humbly with thy God.* This I pledge 
to God and country."
